DEATH OF FORMER MACLEOD 
RESIDENT 


While hunting west of Spokane on 
Friday October 10th, the death oc- 
curred of W. W. Tuttle, aged 62 
resident of Spokane City, Wash. 

The deceased man was formerly a 
resident of Macleod, where he was 
manager of the Queen’s Hotel for 
three years, from 1911 to 1914, and 
was well known to all the oldtimers 
of Macleod and district.

On the other hand, this nation has 
been under the protection of the 
Monroe doctrine for so long as to al- 
most bear a moral obligation to sup- 
port it. Moreover the principle that 
any nation has the sovereign right to 
determine the nature of her own 
population is a principle to which 
Canada must wholeheartedly  sub- 
cribe. And this principle, at the pre- 
sent at least, is the one at issue. 

British and Allied critics blame the 
United States for indecision at the 
beginning of the Great War.

Two persons of close consanguinity 
intensify, in their offspring, 
qualities they have in common. 
they come of stock, their 
children will be even better than they 
are, But if they come of bad stock, 
their children will be just that much 
worse than they are. 

And the catch in the proposition 
lies in the positive fact that for 
every 30 people of high intelligence in 
the English-speaking race, there are 
70 people grading down from low 
average of intelligence to idiocy. 
Inbreeding has , in some few cases, 
proved harmless. For instance, in 
the 18th Dynasty of Egyptian phar- 
aohs, sororagamy (marriage of 
some 200 years without an ill-effect 
brother and sister) was practiced for 
on the family strain. But these were 
exceptional people, And their high 
qualities were improved by the in- 
breeding rather than deteriorated. 

Legislators who knew nothing of 
eugenics are capable of doing their 
countries infinite injury by formul- 
ating marriage laws based on moral 
conceptions and restrictions only. 

The kind of a marriage law we 
should have is one’ that encourages 
marriage, even consanguinous mar- 
riage, among the fit and superior 
stocks, and prohibits marriage en- 
tirely among the unfit and inferior 
stocks.

REFORMING THE SENATE 


That the contemplated Senate re- 
form in Canada cannot take place 
without an appeal to the Imperial 
Parliament reveals in a striking way 
the security which the Canadian 
system of government enjoys against 
radical experiments. 

But although this necessity to call 
in a disinterested arbiter, in all 
matters involving changes in the con- 
stitution, makes that constitution as 
near like the famous unchangeable 
laws of the Medes and Persians as 
anything on earth, that advantage is 
made somewhat doubtful by the pre- 
sent uncertainty in British politics. 

A British Labor Government would, 
no doubt, grant the request without 
hesitation. Unrepresentative bodies, 
like the Senate, are just the kind of 
things Labor enjoys abolishing. 

But if the present British crisis 
brings back a Conservative Govern- 
ment, the ensuing and _ inevitable 
reaction against everything that 
looks like reform may hold up sen- 
atorial reconstruction indefinitely. 

It is a good thing to have a solid 
system of government. But it is a 
bad thing to have an immovable one.
